A gorgeous April day, such a one as would 
have done credit to June, lent the finishing 
touch to Andover’s first community Easter 
egg hunt, which was held on the park 
Saturday afternoon and was participated in 
by more than a thousand children. 

Beginning at eleven o'clock in the morning, 
a committee of women under Miss Margaret 
Davis, superintendent of the Andover Guild 
spent a busy hour hiding the eggs — candy 
eggs, chocolate eggs, hen’s eggs dyed in 
bright colors, china eggs, eggs decorated and 
hand-painted. There were also baskets of 
eggs, chicks and chocolate bunnies. They 
were scattered over the grass; they nestled 
about the roots of the trees and were lodged 
on the lower boughs; they were concealed in 
the leaves under the aHIRE Bary and the 
twigs bore an unaccustomed fruit of silver 
eggs; the bandstand and the bridge sheltered 
more eggs — seven thousand in all. 

Promptly at half past one the children 
assembled on Bartlet and Chestnut streets 
and, with what patience they could muster, 
waited for the bugle signal. All were pro- 
vided with bags and baskets of every shape 
and pattern and hopes ran high of the harvest 
to be gathered. 

Shortly after two o'clock, as the first notes 
of the bugles sounded by Helen Ripley and 
Grace Hatch from the band stand, fell upon 
their ears, the long lines of children broke 
their formation and swept over the park. 
Candy eggs were evidently preferred to the 
larger and more gorgeous hen's eggs, and 
few failed to find some treasure. Inside of 
ten minutes the pretty spectacle, watched 
by motorists lining the surrounding streets, 
was over. Groups sat about the grass 
comparing their spoils and a patient few 
still poked among the leaves in the shrubbe 
in the vain expectation of finding an egg whic 
had been overlooked in the first scramble, 
but Andover's first community egg hunt had 
passed into history.

Trustees of Phillips Academy Announce 
Three New Teaching Foundations 


COMEDY 


At the regular spring meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of Phillips academy, held in 
Andover on Saturday, April 7th, announce- 
ment was made of the establishment of three 
new teaching foundations of $160,000 each. 
By vote of the Trustees these foundations, 
each paying an annual salary of $8,000, were 
assigned to Archibald Freeman, Arthur 
Willis Leonard, and Claude Moore Fuess, all 
three members of the present teaching staff. 
Mr. Freeman, who has been Instructor in 
History since 1892, is a graduate of Brown 
University in the class of 1889, and took his 
Master's Degree at Cornell in 1890. He is 
the joint author with Professor Emerson D, 
Fite of Vassar College of “A Book of Old 
Maps.” published in 1927, and has edited 
several school text books. He is a Fellow of 
the Royal Geographic Society, and has been 
president of the New England Association of 
Teachers of History. Mr. Leonard, who has 
been Instructor in English at Phillips Acade- 
my since 1907, is a graduate of Princeton Uni- 
versity in the class of 1897, He was for 
some years a teacher in the Academy for 
Boys at the University of Chicago. He is 
editor of several well known text books, and 
is the joint author with Mr. Fuess of “Good 
Writing” and “A High School Spelling 
Book.” Mr. Fuess has been at Andover 
since 1908 as Instructor in English. He is a 
graduate of Amherst College in the class of 
1905, and holds a Ph.D. degree from Co- 
lumbia University. He is the author of 
several volumes, including ‘An Old New 
England School,” “The Life of Caleb 
Cushing,” and a recent book, “Rufus 
Choate, The Wizard of the Law,” as well as 
several text books on English. He is a 
member of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society, and has been president of the New 
England Association of Teachers of English. 
These three appointments increase the num- 
ber of teachers at Phillips Academy on such 
foundations to five, two previous appointees 
being Charles Henry Forbes, in Latin, and 
Allen Rogers Benner, in Greek. It is the 
expectation of the Trustees that five addi- 
tional foundations of a similar character will 
be completed by the time of the 150th anni- 
versary celebration on May 18 and 19. In

Ground Broken for Oliver Wendell 
Holmes Library 

Ground was broken last Saturday on the 
Phillips Academy campus for a new building, 
to cost $400,000.00, and to be named the 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Library, in honor 
of Oliver Wendell Holmes, a graduate of 
Phillips Academy in the class of 1826. This 
structure, the architect for which is Charles 
A. Platt of New York City, is to be situated 
to the west of Pearson Hall, in a line with 
Pearson and Morse Halls, and balancing the 
present Stone Chapel in location. It will be 
constructed of brick and stone, in Georgian 
Colonial style, in accordance with the type of 
architecture now generally in vogue on 
Andover Hill. The entrance, with its portico 
of four limestone monolith columns, will be 
dignified and impressive. After passing 
through the vestibule, with a coat room on 
one side and a stairway on the other, one will 
enter the delivery room, which will be ap- 


will have a skylight two stories up. Beyond 
this will be a stack room containing four 
levels of steel bookcaaes. On the left of the 


lined between the windows with bookcases 
to a height of seven feet, and a ceiling of 
white plaster will add greatly to the general 
beauty of the room. On the right of the 
delivery room will be a lounge room, one 
story in height, containing books by standard 
authors. It will contain a fireplace, and will 
be furnished with comfortable chairs, sofas, 
and rugs. In the rear of the first floor will be 
the librarian’s private office. The interior 
will be panelled and finished ‘in the beautiful 
style charactoristic of Mr. Platt’s work. 

It is expected that the excavation will be 
well under way by the time of the 150th 
anniversary celebration on May 18th and 
19th. The entire building, with its capacity 
of 130,000 volumes, will be finished within a 
year. After its completion Brechin Hall, the 
former Andover Seminary Building, in which 
the Phillips Academy Library is now located, 
will be razed.

The following editorial, ‘ Mechanical 
Insect Pests’ taken from the Boston 
Daily Globe, gives an interesting review 
of the ever present dramas—or shall we 
say tragedies of “Motorist versus 
Pedestrian’’ and ‘Motorist versus Mo- 
torist”’. 

Traffic on the highways has begun 
to swell toward the unwieldy pro- 
portionsit will attain in the Summer 
months. From now on the hospital 
lists of those injured in motor acci- 
dents will grow in length—also the 
repair bills for wrecked mudguards, 
twisted running boards, punctured 
radiators and other damages. Now, 
before the time of greatest dan- 
ger, there is an opportunity to take 
stock of ourselves. 

Besides the common and much- 
denounced speed maniac and the 
more dangerous drunken driver 
there are a number of other types 
of motorists and pedestrians who 
deserve listing in the category of 
nuisances, or worse. The practices 
of which they are guilty are more 
in the nature of mistaken mental 
attitudes or of misplaced faith in 
other people’s competence than 
they are actively dangerous. 

The first of these types is the 
vengefully minded driver. This 
man, if he considers he has been put 
upon by another driver who passed 
him, will pursue the other car as far 
as 20 miles in order to cut abruptly 
across the other’s front wheels 
while at the same time he gives the 
offending one as ugly a look as his 
face will permit. Having accom- 
plished this feat he is at peace with 
himself, until somebody else tres- 
passes on his conception of his 
rights. When two such drivers 
cross each other’s paths there is apt 
to be quite an exhibition of snooty 
driving. 

Next on the list is the wise driver 
who bases his entire theory on the 
power of a bluff. This man will take 
absurd chances, firm in the belief 
that no matter how tight a situation 
he may get himself into, the other 
drivers will somehow manage to get 
him out. When two such men meet 
there is trouble. 

Third is the dodderer, usually an 
amiable old body out for a ride.

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danger from behind than from be- 
fore. 

Another pest is the fellow who 
gives the wrong hand signal, or none 
at all, or one that may mean any- 
thing. Some drivers consider that 
once they have draped a limp hand 
out the driver’s window they have 
done everything required of them. 
They have not. They ought to learn 
what hand signals mean and give 
them correctly. 

Now, while most of the onus of 
any accident is placed on the shoul- 
ders of the automobile driver, and 
rightly, since any driver has a far 
greater responsibility than any pe- 
destrian, there are nevertheless 
certain types of pedestrian who 
cause more than their share of an- 
noyance. Pedestrians, too, have 
some responsibilities. 

First among the walking pests is 
the wise guy. This specimen, who 
may be of either sex, has too much 
self-respect to pay the slightest at- 
tention to an automobilist’s warn- 
ing horn, or to hasten his steps. He 
knows full well that it is much 
easier for him to take his 150 pounds 
out of the way than it is for an auto- 
mobile driver to stop a ton, more or 
less, or rolling steel. This man pins 
his faith to four-wheel brakes and 
the skill of the average driver. He 
is sometimes mistaken. 

Next to the wise guy in the col- 
umn of foolish pedestrians comes 
the panic-striken one. He is so as- 
tounded by the approach of a ma- 
chine that he tries to run in half a 
dozen directions at once and conse- 
quently stalls right where he is. It 
is a shame to run over him, but why 
did the hen cross the road? 

This Spring, at the very begin- 
ning of the rush months, it would be 
well for motorists and pedestrians 
alike to take account of their prac- 
tices. One of the best ways by 
which all hands could aid in making 
the highways safer and pleasanter 
would be for both drivers and pe- 
destriahs to acquire an attitude of 
courtesy and to admit that in some 
degree they must accommodate 
their own actions to those of others.

Explorations in Plant Life 


Wonderful moving pictures showing the 
life story of plants were shown by Arthur C. 
Pillsbury in George Washington hall on 
Saturday evening. Before the eyes of the 
spectators, acorns germinated, ferns un- 
rolled their fronds, buds burst into bloom, 
and the full blown flowers drooped and died. 

Infinite care and patience were required to 
make the pictures. A film made by taking a 
picture every fifteen minutes day and night 
for a week was run off in little more than half 
a minute. Some of the flowers were the 
familiar brown-eyed Susan, dandelion, milk- 
weed and wild rose, but the majority of them 
were flowers found in California, Yosemite 
Wational park and the Tawar Tstamdo, 
All the films were beautifully colored. 

Perhaps the most wonderful pictures of all 
were those taken through a microscope: 
showing the growth of pollen and the circula- 
tion of chlorophyl, process easily visible on 
the screen but which would require many 
tedious hours for the individual to watch 
through the microscope. 

Mr. Pillsbury expects to continue his work 
and take X-ray pictures showing what goes 
on inside of plants.

Eight choice water colors, 
some wonderful marines and extremely in- 
teresting portraits will be found in the 
reference room. The prices range all the 
way from $3000 to $125. 

In this brilliant galaxy the following are 
some of the most noteworthy: “The Cove”, 
by Stanley W. Woodward, for its very fine 
colorings and mass effects; ‘Mountain 
Road”, by Charles C. Allan, for its contrasts 
of sunlight and shadow and the way in which 
the artist has taken advantage of his position 
to create the greatest impression of height. 
There is something sahigne about this 
picture. “Logmen”, by Aldro T. Hibbard, 
is a night scene in the woods. Notice the 
effect of the firelight on the snow. On either 
side are two very fine flower paintings. The 
subject is the same, peonies, but the treat- 
ment is entirely different. These are the 
work of William M. Paxton and John Shar- 
man. On the opposite wall, “The Gay 
Gown”, by Marie D. Page, stands out as a 
masterpiece. It is a mother and child group.

The former is gloriously 
conceived and brilliantly executed. Notice 
the fine old swell on the ocean and the lovely 
colorings, also the effectiveness of putting 
one of the ships in the background. “The 
Tea Clipper” is a decided contrast but very 
delicately handled, 

The water colors are exquisite and well 
Worthy of special study. Among the most 
charming are those by Charles C. Allen, for 
their contrasts and brilliancy of coloring, 
Sears Gallagher's “Island Garden” and

delicacy of touch, and the striking views 
of Mt. Washington and Boott Spurr by 
Henry W, Rice. Notice the contrast of cold
